Treated Impervious Surface

» Impervious Surfaces may be excluded from the calculation, if:
2 15t % in. of runoff from impervious surface is treated by Stormwater BMP, or

0 15t %2 in. of runoff from impervious surface discharges to an internally drained
pﬁrviOLis area that retains the runoff on or off the parcel and allows infiltration into
the soi

* Infiltration or treatment system must comply with technical standard/guidance
document

Application Process Cont.

» Stormwater Permit Application (LRD)

0 The treated impervious surface exclusion standards shall be met.
2 All technical standards of the Stormwater Ordinance shall be met.
*A qualified professional may be required to prepare any necessary plans.

2 Financial guarantee required to ensure stormwater BMP is installed
correctly.

2 Obligations and long-term maintenance requirements shall be recorded
